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COMMENCEMENT  DAY  AT  THE  NATIONAL  FARM 

SCHOOL. 

June  JOth,  J906- 

The  graduating  exercises  of  the  Farm  School  were  attended 
with  greater  interest  this  year  than  ever.  Fully  five  hundred  per- 
sons visited  the  institution  on  this  gala  day.  An  unusually  note- 
worthy program  had  been  arranged,  and  distinguished  personages 
came  to  address  the  graduating  class,  their  friends  and  the  visitors. 
The  dedication  of  the  Adolph  Segal  Hall  took  place  on  this  day 
and  added  to  the  eventfulness  of  the  occasion. 

Those  participating  in  the  proceedings  included  Mayor  John 
Weaver,  Hon.  Edwin  S.  Stuart,  Judge  Joseph  I.  Johnson,  Dr.  Law- 
rence Flick,  and  Prof.  E.  R.  Johnstone.  The  exercises  were  held 
in  the  grove  and  were  varied  by  selections  rendered  by  an  or- 
chestra. 

President  Krauskopf  is  fortunate  in  having  at  his  command 
prominent  personages,  who,  in  no  perfunctory  wise,  respond  to 
his  invitation  to  address  the  graduating  class.  The  prominence 
of  the  speakers  lends  distinction  to  their  speeches.  The  words  of 
Mayor  Weaver,  who  was  chairman  of  the  graduating  ceremonies, 
show  how  keenly  he,  as  a  public  man,  feels  the  need  of  a  school 
for    agriculture. 

It  was  his  first  visit  to  the  Farm  School,  and  he  was  there  to 

approve  of  the  work  done.    The  Commissioner  of  Immigration  had 

recently  told   him  of  the  swarm   of  immigrants  who  „

were  flocking  into  the   country,  and,   imperilling  the      * 

prosperity  of  the  land.  A  majority  clung  to  the  city. 
But  there  was  a  growing  need  to  send  them  to  unsettled  parts  of 
the  west.  Unless  they  were  properly  trained  in  the  science  of  farm- 
ing, their  settlement  in  the  west  would  be  of  no  avail.  The  lack  of 
proper  training  is  responsible,  he  declared,  for  the  existence  of  the 
sweatshop  and  tenement.  Coercive  and  prohibitive  immigration 
laws  are  unAmerican.  This  country  is  large  enough  to  welcome 
the  oppressed  of  earth,  but  it  behooves  all  who  regard  the  safety 
of  their  country  of  more  importance  than  the  amassing  of  wealth, 
to  establish  farm  schools  adjacent  to  all  large  cities  where  the  in- 
coming mass  of  untrained,  unskilled  immigrant  can  be  properly  pre- 
pared to  assume  their  responsibilities. 

As  chairman  of  the  exercises,  Mayor  Weaver  sounded  the  key 
note  of  the  school's  purpose,  and  as  an  amiable  master  of  ceremon- 
ies, gave  to  Ralph  Blum  the  privilege  of  introducing  one  of  Penn- 
sylvania's illustrious  sons,  Judge  Johnson. 


The  custom  of  consecrating  trees  which  is  an  idyllic  practice 
reintroduced  by  the  Farm  School,  was  the  occasion  as  well  as  the 
inspiration  of  the  Judge's  speech.     The  planting  of  a 
f  .    _  tree  in  memory  of  a  friend,  or  a  loved  one,  is  an  admir- 

able memorial.  Several  devices  in  the  shape  of  testi- 
monials have  been  invented  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  men,  but 
none  so  fittingly  teach  the  young  and  call  to  mind  the  names  of  the 
departed  as  a  tree  planted  in  their  name  and  honor.  The  Zadok 
Kahn  tree  would  always  keep  green  the  memory  of  an  intrepid 
defender  of  the  ill-treated  Dreyfus.  The  multifarious  duties  of  a 
strenuous  life  tends  to  make  us  forget  the  men  and  women  who 
live  noble  lives — but  a  John  Hay  tree,  or  any  tree  named  for  our 
valiant  leaders  of  thought  and  action  will  remind  the  living  who* 
cool  themselves  from  the  heat  of  the  day  under  the  shelter  of  these 
memorial  trees,  that  fidelity  and  courage  in  the  doing  of  duty  is  the 
greatest  service  one  can  render  our  beloved  country. 

With  the  lofty  sentiments  spoken  by  Judge  Johnson  in  mind 
the  memorial  trees  were  revisited  and  young  saplings  planted  in 
honor  of  the  living  were  consecrated.     It  is  at  a  Farm 
.  School  where  poetic  ceremonies  have  their  proper  en- 

vironment. What  finer  tribute  to  give  any  one  than 
to  plant  a  tree  for  him?  Who  plants  a  tree  implants  within  himself 
a  love  of  truth  and  justice.  He  who  tends  and  cares  for  trees  can 
never  do  any  mean  thing. 

These  sentiments  permeated  those  who  joined  the  service  of 
consecration  and  hearkened  with  deep  veneration  to  that  prayer  in 
which  Israel  registers  his  hopes  of  the  eventual  triumph  of  justice 
and  love  on  earth.  The  reciting  of  the  Kaddish  by  the  venerable 
cantor,  the  Rev.  William  Armhold,  closed  the  morning's  exercises. 
A  brief  recess  was  taken  for  luncheon,  which  was  served  in  a  large 
tent  erected  for  that  purpose. 

The  exercises  of  the  afternoon  were  distinguished  by  the  dedi- 
cation of  the  Adolph  Segal  Hall,  a  fine  grey-stone  structure  of  three 
stories,  to  be  used  as  a  dormitory.  This  Hall  occupies  a  conspicu- 
ous position  on  the  campus.  Its  subtle  beauty,  graceful  and  clear 
outline,  gives  the  cluster  of  college  buildings  surrounding  it  an 
added  charm  and  dignity. 

Fitting  words   Dr.    Lawrence   Flick   chose   in   dedicating  this 

muchr-needed  accessory.    Trusting  for  the  advent  of  that  era  when 

men,  living  in  the  outer  air,  will  cause  disease  to  dis-

appear,  he  voiced  a  well-nigh  universal  prayer.  Out 
of  door  life  was  his  plea  as  a  means  of  banishing 
dread  diseases.  He  foresaw  the  time  when  typhoid  and  tuberculosis 
will  be  unknown,  as  well  as  the  other  fatal  and  minor  maladies. 
The  death  rate  is  being  yearly  lowered  and  the  years  of  man's  life 
lengthened,  a  beneficent  result  obtained  by  man's  inclination  to  live 
a  free,  untrammeled  life. 


In  a  like  strain  were  the  wise  words  delivered  by  Professor 
E.  R.  Johnstone,  Superintendent  of  the  New  Jersey  Training  School 
for  Girls  and  Boys.    The  desire  to  live  close  to  nature 
was  deeply  implanted  in  the  heart  of  man,  was  the      ^ma*™  C 
dominant    sentiment     of     his     baccalaureate    address. 
Many  look  forward  to  a  day  when  they  may  live  on  a  farm,  he  said, 
and  amid  pastoral  activities  pass  their  declining  years.    The  inter- 
est in  agriculture  is  universal  and  should  assure  the  students  that 
their  vocation  is  a  dignified  calling. 

It  was  his  prerogative  as  baccalaureate  orator  to  offer  sugges- 
tions which  are  in  the  nature  of  advice.  He  assured  the  graduates 
that  loyalty  to  one's  employer  includes  the  farm  superintendent 
as  well  as  a  day  laborer.  Loyalty  was  not  confined  to  one's  over- 
seer, but  to  one's  self  and  career,  and  to  his  school  and  all  those 
influences  which  concern  the  work  of  a  farmer. 

Commencement  day,  he  continued,  is  a  significant  term.  From 
this  day  one  begins  his  real  work.  A  graduate  must  be  willing  to 
begin  modestly,  however  humble  the  task.  This  virtue  was  well 
illustrated  in  the  career  of  a  graduate  of  the  Farm  School  who  was 
engaged  by  him  to  do  a  very  menial  task — no  less  than  to  do  the 
weeding  and  thinning  of  a  field  of  turnips  with  a  lot  of  feeble- 
minded boys.  This  was  a  tedious  task,  but  this  particular  young 
man  stuck  to  it  and  in  the  end  convinced  his  manager  that  he  was 
capable  of  taking  charge  of  larger  departments,  and  so  he  did,  with 
eminent  success.  He  best  learns  how  to  command  who  has  learned 
how  to  obey.  This  applies  to  little  as  well  as  to  big  things.  Farm- 
ing can  become  ridiculous  when  one  approaches  in  a  braggadocio 
spirit.  It  is  no  idle  holiday  but  demands  constant  care,  foresight 
and  watchfulness.  One  must  bear  a  brave  but  cheerful  heart  and 
quit  himself  like  a  man. 

Ex-Mayor  Stuart,  to  whom  was  entrusted  the  pleasant  duty 

of  awarding  the  displomas,  added  a  few  words  of  advice  to  the 

graduates.    He  emphasized  the  ever  old,  but  ever  true

ance  and  integrity  as  the  guiding  stars  of  that  career 

the  graduates  had  now  entered  Furthermore,  he  told  them  to  have 
an  eye  not  on  the  crowded  east,  but  on  the  expanding  west,  where 
they  might  lead  colonies  of  men  to  establish  homes  and  free,  happy 
communities.  "This  republic,"  he  said,  "can  never  shut  its  doors 
against  the  downtrodden.  He  welcomed  the  new-comer  to-day  pro- 
viding they  came  to  work  and  support  these  laws  which  make  men 
free.  No  one  high  or  low  is  exempt.  The  law  of  the  land  is  law 
unto  all  and  must  be  obeyed.  Mr.  Stuart  then  presented  certificates 
to  Charles  Horn,  Philip  Krinzman,  Bernard  Ostrolenk,  Henry  Rat- 
ner  and  Sol.  Roose,  who  had  completed  the  four  year's  course,  to 
those  who  had  taken  a  two  years'  course  only  no  certificates  were 
awarded. 


The  closing  address  of  the  day  was  given  by  Prof.  J.  H.  Wash- 
burn.    He  said:     "It  will  be  four  years  next  fall  when  each  of  us 
(     came  for  the  first  time  to  this  institution  as  freshmen, 
'  Add  y°u  to  study  and  I  to  teach.    You  were  then  entering 

an  entirely  new  field  of  thought  and  action,  while  I 
was  to  direct  your  instruction  in  the  new  science  of  agriculture  at 
a  school,  the  idea  of  which  was  new  to  the  world. 

"The  fact  that  you  have  all  secured  positions  where  you  can 
more  than  earn  your  bread  and  meat,  unquestionably  assures  you 
a  degree  of  success;  inasmuch  as  these  positions  are  of  more  value 
to  you  than  that  indicated  by  the  pecuniary  reward,  they  afford 
you  the  opportunity  to  study  the  business  part  of  your  particular 
branch  of  agriculture ;  also  they  afford  the  additional  opportunity  of 
correlating  the  knowledge  you  have  of  technical  or  scientific  and 
practical  agriculture  with  business  methods,  in  reference  to  the  par- 
ticular conditions  of  your  environment;  you  will,  therefore,  be  able 
to  become  master  of  the  situation,  and  in  due  time  reap  the  re- 
ward of  a  successful,  independent  agriculturist. 

"In  the  pursuit  of  your  studies  in  the  field  of  the  new  educa- 
tion, your  compensation  has  been  a  knowledge  of  the  problems  of 
life  itself;  this  knowledge  has  guided  you  to  the  modern  and  econo- 
mic way  of  doing  things.  Your  knowledge  of  the  phenomenon  call- 
ed digestion  teaches  you  the  rational  method  of  feeding  a  dairy 
cow,  and  the  facts  concerning  the  transformation  of  materials  in 
the  breaking  down  of  old  and  the  building  up  of  new  compounds 
within  her  body,  together  with  the  laws  of  correlation  of  energy  and 
the  changes  explained  by  organic  chemistry,  makes  the  understand- 
ing and  computing  of  a  balanced  ration  for  a  herd  of  dairy  cows, 
to  you,  a  simple  problem  of  arithmetic  and  business. 

"The  old  education  had  alone  for  its'  object  the  training  of  the 
mind.  The  study  of  Hebrew,  Greek,  Latin  and  of  a  perfectly  won- 
derful compilation  of  hypotheses,  called  philosophy, 
most  admirably  served  this  purpose.  But  the  idea  of 
utility,  the  application  of  learned  facts  for  purposes  of 
utility,  or  of  education  of  the  'doing  of  things,'  and  the  conception 
of  the  dignity  of  labor  the  most  hopeful  conception  in  the  evolution 
of  the  modern  social  status,  these  ideas  are  the  product  of  the  new 
or  technical  education.  All  the  knowledge  of  Socrates,  the  modern 
enemies  to  the  development  of  the  potato,  the  beetle,  all  the  knowl- 
edge contained  in  the  civilized  world  at  that  time  could  not  have 
prevented  the  dreaded  blight  from  cutting  ojff  the  crop  in  three 
days.  You  have  been  taught  by  agricultural  science  the  nature  of 
the  fungous  disease,  and  how  to  prevent  this  state  of  affairs  by  a 
few  applications  of  hydrate  of  copper  as  found  in  the  Bordeau  mix- 
ture. All  the  labors  of  Xanthippe  could  have  been  avoided  by 
means  of  a  few  minutes  application  of  the  modern  spray  pump  con- 
taining some  soluble  Arsenite. 
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"All  the  knowledge  of  Galileo  and  Sir  Isaac  Newton  was  un- 
able to  prevent  the  distress  of  the  peasants  and  the  occasional  fam- 
ines that  spread  over  Europe.  While  agricultural  me- 
chanics invented  the  reaper  and  self-binder,  making  it  ®  . 
possible  for  the  farmer  to  raise  many  thousand  fold 
Eiore  wheat  than  he  could  harvest  formerly,  the  mechanical  engi- 
neer transported  the  bountiful  harvest  quickly,  to  the  needy,  in  all 
*arts  of  the  world.  Three  centuries  ago,  the  average  yield  of  wheat 
m  England  is  said  to  have  been  only  six  bushels  per  acre;  to-day, 
under  the  same  climate  and  on  the  same  soil,  but  by  methods  sug- 
gested by  agricultural  science,  the  yield  is  over  thirty  bushels  per 
acre,  making  five  blades  of  grass  grow  where  only  one  grew  be- 
fore. For  centuries  the  alchemist  vainly  worked  to  transmute  the 
common  elements  into  the  nobler  metals  of  gold  and  silver,  but 
you  have  been  taught  by  agricultural  science  how  corn,  the  king  of 
agricultural  plants,  transforms  the  carbon  of  the  air,  and  the  water, 
calcium,  phosphorous,  and  potash  of  the  soil  into  the  golden  corn, 
the  value  of  the  annual  crop  produced  in  the  United  States  could 
not  be  bought  by  all  the  gold  and  silver  mined  during  the  same 
year  throughout  the  whole  world. 

"As  pioneers  of  your  people  in  agriculture,  you  will  meet  many 
who  have  no  conception  that  the  problems  presented  by  your  call- 
ing are  those  of  life  itself,  and  require  as  much  brain  power  and 
scientific  knowledge  to  fathom  as  do  those  of  medicine  or  any  other 
profession,  and  that  one  educated  in  the  science  of  agriculture  must 
be  as  thoroughly  and  deeply  trained  as  one  educated  in  any  other 
profession.  However,  the  opportunities  for  pecuniary  rewards  to 
a  well-trained  agriculturist  are  greater  and  more  surely  realized 
than  those  of  the  other  professions. 

Following  the  presentation  of  diplomas,  the  students  requested 
that  Rev.  Joseph  Krauskopf  address  them  briefly.  Dr.  Krauskopf 
bade  the  graduates  farewell,  and  said,  referring  to  the  fact  that 
all  had  obtained  positions  four  months  before  they  graduated,  that 
if  the  class  had  been  ten  times  as  large  they  would  all  have  secured 
good  positions  at  once,  so  great  was  the  demand  for  skilled  agricul- 
tural service. 

Rev.  Henry  M.  Fisher,  of  Atlantic  City,  pronounced  the  bene- 
diction.

The  annual  Succoth  pilgrimage  is  of  a  religious  character,  and 
it  is  fitting  that  a  festival  wholly  agricultural  in  its  setting  and  in- 
tent, should  be  so  celebrated.     The  farm  school  of- 
c  _.    '      c   fers   a   proper  back-ground  for    observing    the    sea- 
son. 
It  is  one  of  the  features  of  the  school,  and  this  ninth  pilgrimage 
was  marked  by  the  presence  of  Judge  James  A.  Beaver,  Seligman 
J.  Strauss  and  the  rabbis  of  Philadelphia  and  adjacent

rael,  their  parents,  friends  and  visitors  of  the  institu- 
tion made  up  a  large  concourse  of  people,  who  gave  this  day  es- 
pecial significance.  Succoth  now  takes  on  a  new  meaning  in  con- 
nection with  the  Farm  School,  and  in  that  tenor  were  many  of  the 
remarks  made  by  the  speakers. 

Rabbi  Eli  Mayer,  of  Paterson,  N.  J.,  who  delivered  the  first 

address,  after  the  invocation  had  been  pronounced  by  Rabbi  Isaac 

Landman,    reviewed   the   agricultural    significance    of

the  Jews  of  the  Middle  Age  settling  on  farms,  and 

how  this  difficulty  ran  counter  to  the  agricultural  ancestry  of  the 
Jews.  Many  biblical  injunctions  enjoining  charity  can  be  carried 
out  only  in  rural  communities.  Leaving  a  corner  of  the  field  for 
the  poor  to  glean  is  an  illustration  of  the  point.  To  counteract 
an  age-long  prejudice,  it  was  now  necessary  for  the  Jew,  following 
the  precedent  of  his  forefathers,  to  again  till  the  soil  and  con- 
vince the  calumniators  of  Israel  that  the  modern  Jew  is  a  producer 
in  the  actual  and  accepted  meaning  of  the  word.  Not  for  the  sake 
of  appearance,  he  concluded,  but  to  repair  the  wastes  of  body 
and  mind  it  is  better  for  the  incoming  immigrant  Jew  to  return 
to  nature  than  to  consume  himself  within  crowded  city  confines. 
By  returning  to  the  soil  under  the  stimulus  of  the  school,  the  Jew- 
ish farmer  would  feel  anew  the  Psalmist's  joy. 

Following  the  introductory  speech,  President  Krauskopf  read 
his  annual  message,  and  since  this  is  to  be  printed  in  full  it  is  only 
The  President's  necessary  to  mention  the  few  telling  items  of  his  ex- 
Message,       haustive  report. 

Under  three  general  headings,  the  President  explained :  What 
the  School  had  done,  What  was  being  done,  What  they  planned  to 
do,  in  order  to  realize  the  ambition  of  the  directors. 


The  colossal  task  of  establishing"  the  school  which  started  with  a 
farm  of  125  acres,  three  buildings  and  eight  students,  has  now 
within  ten  years  been  enlarged  to  an  institution  consisting  of  four- 
teen buildings,  two  hundred  acres  and  a  goodly  number  of  live 
stock.  Working  against  the  general  disinclination  to  encourage 
the  project,  the  school  has  now  justified  itself,  and  is  at  present 
educating,  according  to  the  best  and  most  approved  scientific  meth- 
ods, fifty  Jewish  lads  in  agricultural.  In  addition  to  this  the  farm 
school  clothes  and  boards  the  student,  providing  them  with  that 
care  and  supervision  ordinarily  assumed  by  parent  or  guardian. 
With  adequate  resources  the  institution  could  educate  hundreds, 
instead  of  two  score  students,  and  give  to  the  many  instead  of  to 
a  limited  number  the  advantages  of  its  faculty  and  equipment.  The 
program  of  the  school  within  its  nine  years'  existence  is  now  being 
better  understood;  but  not  so  bountifully  sustained  so  as  to  have 
achieved  all  the  plans  originally  projected.  Greater  means  would 
train  a  larger  number  of  graduates  to  lead  colonies  of  men  exhaust- 
ed by  the  city's  exacting  labors,  to  establish  a  community  of  farms 
in  various  parts  of  the  country.  The  organization  of  Agricultural 
Aid  Societies  in  large  cities  means  the  building  up  of  farming  com- 
munities where  the  supervision  of  a  trained  expert  will  enable  the 
farmer  to  obtain  unfailing  results.  The  obtaining  of  farms  pur- 
chased by  large-hearted  persons  and  placing  thereon  as  tenants,  a 
trained  farmer  would  net  a  profitable  return  to  the  investor.  With- 
in nine  years  a  school  has  been  established  and  a  number  of  gradu- 
ates sent  out  who,  by  their  lives,  prove  to  be  a  blessing. 

The  Treasurer's  report,  which  is  also  to  appear  in  full,  itemized 
the  outlays  and  income,  and  showed  that  the  school  is  still  sadly  in 
need  of  funds  adequately  to  meet  its  obligations.     Ef- 
forts are  being  put  forth  to  greatly  increase  its  mem-  Ob,,|at,ons  vs- 
bership  and  hence  its  income. 

In  the  Director's  report,  Dr.  John  H.  Washburn  showed  that 
the  school  held  as  many  pupils  last  year  as  it  could  possibly  accom- 
modate.    The  spirit  of  the  school  was  commendable. 
The   upper   classmen   realizing   that   they   are  fitting    The  Director's 
themselves  for  a  life-work,  do  their  utmost  to  acquire 
the  training  for  their  life's  pursuit. 

The  graduates  have  acquired  positions  before  commencement 
day,  and  instantly  command  good  salaries  by  reason  of  their  train- 
ing. A  class  three  times  as  large'  would  have  been  engaged  to  fill 
responsible  positions  at  once. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  additions  in  instruction.  A  new 
cow  barn,  a  new  chicken  brooder,  holding  700  chicks,  teams  of 
mules  and  horses  have  been  added  and  a  new  apiary  consisting  of 
ten  hives  of  Italian  and  Carolinan  bees.  Bee  culture  is  a  new  but 
old  industry  which  is  netting  large  returns  yearly,  and  can  be  profit- 
ably pursued  as  a  side-line  in  any  branch  of  agriculture. 


The  afternoon  session  was  given  over  to  speech-making  by  the 

visitors.    Judge  James  A.  Beaver,  who  was  the  first  speaker,  looked 

♦  upon  the  farm  school  as  "the  most  beneficent  institu- 

JUdAddressVer'S  tion  in  the  United  States."  He  regretted  the  fact  that 
the  school  was  so  small  and  that  it  had  not  500  acres 
and  voiced  the  wish  that  the  school  plan  a  century  ahead,  in  order 
to  graduate  classes  of  a  hundred.  In  no  department  was  there  a 
greater  demand  for  trained  men  than  in  agriculture.  He  regarded 
agriculture  as  the  coming  profession,  and  considered  Israel's  great- 
est achievements  due  mainly  to  his  agricultural  ancestry.  The 
prophets  and  poets  of  Israel  were  inspired  to  create  high  ethical 
ideals  because  they  lived  under  God's  sunshine  and  drew  their  in- 
spiration from  the  things  they  loved. 

He  predicted  a  great  future  for  the  school  because  the  school 
made  men  equal  to  the  demands  of  their  age. 

The  address  of  Seligman  J.  Strauss,  of  Wilkes-Barre,  was  a 
well-directed  plea  for  organized  philanthropy  which  was  well  il- 
lustrated by  the  establishment  of  the  Farm  School.  He 
c     t      u   approved  of  the  charity  which  enables  one  to  maintain 
himself  and  hence   enrich  humanity    by    his    accom- 
plishments.   He  looked  for  a  time  when  all  lines  of  industry  would 
prepare  youths  to  do  as  good  work  along  other  lines  as  this  school 
was  doing  in  agricultural  branches. 

The  address  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Landau  closed  the 
exercises  of  the  afternoon.  Dr.  Landau  hoped  that  the  number  of 
Jews  who  took  to  farming  would  be  greatly  increased 
and  that  the  apparently  irreclaimable  town  dweller, 
as  the  Jew  was  alleged  to  be,  would  be  lost  in  the 
farmer.

NINTH  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  NATIONAL 
FARM  SCHOOL 


Once  more  we  are  assembled  in  annual  meeting  to  review  a 
year's  work,  and  from  its  result  to  judge  whether  we  have  faith- 
fully kept  in  view  the  purpose  for  which  the  National

rami  School  was  organized. 

It  will  probably  be  well  to  admit  at  the  very  start  that  we 
are  only  too  conscious  that  we  have  fallen  very  short  of  our  con- 
ception of  what  ought  to  have  been  accomplished,  and 
what  might  have  been  accomplished  had  we  been  bet-  0urs  *     „  T    , 

f  r  i  mi,  ,  Difficult  Task. 

ter  fitted  for  the  responsible  task  entrusted  to  us. 

The  management  of  a  school  like  ours  is  very  difficult,  more 
difficult  than  that  of  many  another  educational  institution.  The 
Board  of  Directors  live  in  the  city,  while  the  National  Farm  School 
is  located  thirty-five  miles  distant.  A  satisfactory  visit  to  the 
school,  during  working  days,  requires  almost  a  whole  day,  a  loss 
of  time  which  most  of  our  Board  of  Directors  cannot  afford  to 
incur  as  often  as  they  would  like.  And  more  than  all,  the  Farm 
School  deals  with  a  problem  that  is  largely  outside  the  sphere  of 
the  Board.  While  the  past  nine  years  have  taught  us  some  lessons 
on  matters  agricultural,  still,  we  are  only  too  well  aware  that  had 
we  had  better  knowledge  of  the  management  of  an  agricultural 
institution,  the  Farm  School  would  have  made  a  better  showing  to- 
day than  it  does. 

But,  while  all  this  is  true,  it  is  no  less  true  that,  had  we  en- 
deavored to  find  a  Board  skilled  in  the  science  and  practice  of 
agriculture,  or  had  we  waited  until  we  ourselves  had  acquired  such 
knowledge,  the  National  Farm  School  would  not  have  been  in 
existence  to-day,  and  whatever  little  good  it  has  accomplished 
would  have  remained  unachieved. 

Perhaps  for  our  own  satisfaction  as  well  as  in  justice  to  you, 
whose  money  we  have  administered,  it  may  be  well  to  cast  our 
eye  over  the  past,  present  and  future  and  see 
I — What  we  have  done, 
II — What  we  are  doing, 
III — What  we  expect  you  to  do. 


I—WHAT  WE  HAVE  DONE. 
As  to  What  We  Have  Done.     We  began  our  agitation  for  the 
establishment  of  a  National  Farm  School  eleven  years  ago,  with 

not  a  cent  of  money  in  our  treasury,  with  not  an  inch 
started  wj^       Gf  soil,  with  but  little  faith  on  the  part  of  the  public  in 

the  success  of  our  enterprise,  and  with  no  end  of  op- 
position and  prophecies  of  ignominious  failure. 

Nevertheless,  convinced  of  the  need  of  an  institution  like  this, 
recognizing  in  it  one  of  the  solutions  of  our  vexing  Immigration 
problems,  forseeing  the  coming  of  the  day  when  the  congested 
Ghettoes  and  debasing  sweatshops  would  tax  to  the  utmost  our 
hospitals  and  orphanages,  our  shelters  and  our  corrective  institutes, 
we  persevered  in  our  agitation,  winning  gradually  more  and  more 
friends  and  more  and  more  support  until  we  were  able,  ten  years 
ago,  to  buy  this  tract  of  125  acres,  in  one  of  the  best  agricultural 
districts  of  Pennsylvania,  at  a  cost  of  $10,000,  and  to  erect  and 
equip,  a  year  after,  our  Main  Building,  at  a  cost  of  $12,000,  and  to 
open  the  school  the  same  year  with  eight  students. 

Since  then  we  have  progressed  steadily,  year  by  year. 
The     one     farm     has     grown     to     three     farms,     the     125     acres 

have  grown  to  200  acres,  the  three  buildings  to 
our  Present  fourteen    buildings,    the    one    horse    and    one    cow

to  9  horses,  26  cows,  13  heifers,  5  calves,  2 
bulls,  4  mules,  1  colt,  12  sheep,  11  lambs,  15  pigs,  364 
chickens.  The  few  hand  tools  to  a  magnificent  assort- 
ment of  implements  and  tools,  worth  several  thousands 
of  dollars,  the  few  books,  to  a  library  of  some  2000 
volumes.  Our  entire  plant,  conservatively  estimated,  repre- 
sents to-day,  a  value  of  $175,000,  including  our  endowment 
fund  of  $50,378.97.  The  score  or  two  of  supporters  of  nine  years  ago 
have  grown  to  a  membership  of  one  thousand  annual  subscribers 
outside  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  the  latter  city  contributing,  through 
its  Federation  of  Jewish  Charities,  the  sum  of  $6400  annually,  and 
the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  having  contributed  the 
sum  of  $6000  annually  for  the  last  two  years. 

About  one  hundred  students  have  attended  our  institution  since 
the  opening  of  the  school.     A  portion  of  them  took  the  full  four 

years'  course,  and  pursuing,  with  credit  to  themselves 
Our  students.        and  their  alma  mater,  their  chosen  calling  in  various 

parts  of  the  country,  some  in  the  Agricultural  Depart- 
ment of  the  United  States,  one  as  manager  of  a  Jewish  Colony  in 
Wisconsin,  one  as  foreman  of  the  agricultural  department  of  the 
New  Jersey  Training  School:  one  in  the  agricultural  department 
of  the  University  of  California ;  one  in  the  Agricultural  Department 
of  Cornell  University;  one  as  Assistant  Agriculturist  in  our  own 
school;  some  as  managers  of  agricultural  estates,  some  as  dairy- 
men, floriculturists,  truckists,  poultry  men,  landscape  gardners, 
and  the  like. 
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Of  the  others,  who  did  not  complete  the  course,  some  are  oper- 
ating farms  of  their  parents  or  relatives,  and  some  have  entered 
other  trades  and  professions,  making  all  the  better  success  of  their 
careers  for  the  splendid  physical,  moral  and  mental  training  receiv- 
ed at  this  school.  Even  those  who  took  advantage  of  us,  who,  pro- 
fessedly came  here  to  fit  themselves  for  an  agricultural  career,  but 
who,  in  reality,  came  to  build  up  their  health,  and  who  left  us  as 
soon  as  the  object  of  their  coming  was  gained,  are,  to-day,  in  point 
of  health,  the  better  for  the  existence  of  our  school. 

But  no  less  important  was  the  work  we  have  done  in  carrying 
on  a  campaign  of  education,  in  awakening  the  people  to  a  con- 
sciousness of  their  duty  as  American  citizens,  in  teach- 
ing them  that  in  the  pursuit  of  agriculture  lav  the   CamPai9"  °f

glory  of  Israel  m  ancient  times,  and  that  in  that  pur- 
suit, and  not  in  sweat-shopping  or  petty-trading,  lies  the  possibility 
of  the  rejuvenescence  of  our  people  and  of  their  restoration  to  their 
former  vocation  as  prophets,  and  teachers  and  lawgivers  of  man- 
kind. 

It  was  a  gigantic  work.  The  agricultural  interests  were  so 
far  removed  from  the  interests  of  our  people,  the  school  located  so 
far  from  their  immediate  environments,  the  graduates  scattered  so 
far  from  centres  of  Jewish  population,  that  only  those  acquainted 
with  the  inner  history  know  the  work  it  took  to  obtain  the  neces- 
sary support,  the  lecture  tours  that  had  to  be  made,  the  masses  of 
letters  and  circulars  and  pamphlets  that  had  to  be  issued,  at  enor- 
mous costs,  to  obtain  our  present  annual  support. 

Considering  that  all  this  was  a  work  of  love  on  the  part  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  that  not  one  of  them  received  a  cent  ot 
salary  for  his  labor,  that  all  of  them  were  very  frequently  obliged 
to  contribute,  beside  their  time  and  labor  and  dues,  greater  or  less- 
er sums  of  money,  when  the  treasury  was  empty,  which  has  been  a 
frequent  occurrence — considering  all  this,  we  feel  that  we  can  safely 
submit  our  stewardship  to  your  judgment. 

II.  WHAT  WE  ARE  DOING. 

So  much,  then,  as  to  What  We  Have  Done.     As  to  What  We 
Are  Doing,  we  are  maintaining  to-day  what  is  regarded  by  expert 
authority,  one  of  the  most  efficient  agricultural  schools 
in  the  United  States,  a  school  whose  graduates  easily   Eff'c,ency  of  our

find  positions,  and  who  are  sought  in  larger  numbers 
than  it  can  supply. 

We  are  maintaining  a  faculty  of  five  instructors.     We  are  edu- 
cating upwards  of  forty  students.     We  are  providing  free  tuition 
to  all,  and  free  board,  wearing  apparel,  lodging,  laun- 
dry, text  books,  and  other  necessaries  to  all  but  three    What  we0are  _,. 

J '  ■  Spending. 

of  them  (receiving  from  these  three  together  but  $500 

aitmually.)     We  are  serving-  some  fifty  meals,  three  times  a  day,  to 
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the  household,  faculty  and  to  students  who,  owing  to  their  adoles- 
cent state  and  out-door  work  are  blessed  with  good  appetites.  We 
are  maintaining  a  household  consisting  of  a  cook,  laundress,  dining- 
room  woman,  upstairs  woman,  property-caretaker  and  supervising 
matron.  We  are  providing  the  dean  of  our  institution 
and  his  family  with  their  home  and  board.  We  have 
a  salaried  secretary  for  our  office  work,  and  assistants  for 
our  propagandic  work.  In  addition  to  all  these,  we  must 
meet  the  expenses  of  farm  supplies,  tools  and  implements,  fuel 
for  eight  buildings,  and  the  lighting  of  a  number  of  these  buildings, 
taxes,  insurance,  household  furnishing  and  utensils,  printing,  post- 
age, repairs,  additions  to  plant,  text  books,  office  rent,  etc.,  etc. 

Considering  all  these  demands,  you  will  probably  realize  the 
strain  we  are  under  in  keeping  our  expenditure  within  the  scope  of 
our  income,  and  at  the  same  time  keeping  our  proper- 
What  we  art  ^  jn  g00(j  condition,  and  increasing  annually  the  as- 

sets of  our  institution,  so  much  so  that  we  have  to 
the  good  of  the  Farm  School  a  property  worth  $125,000  and  an  en- 
dowment fund  of  $50,378.97,  and  a  floating  debt  of  but  $7000  resting 
on  our  entire  plant. 

Of  course,  we  could  never  have  done  it  had  we  not  had  the 
benefit  of  the  consumption,  by  the  household  and  stock,  of  products 
raised  by  our  students. 

Every  potato  we  raise  is  consumed  on  our  table.     The  same  is 

true  of  our  vegetables,  and  a  large  part  of  our  milk  and  butter.    The 

returns  from  our  farm  could,  of  course,  be  much  larger 

What  we  are  jf  om.   students   were   more   proficient.      But.   for   the 

Earning.  r  . 

most  part,  the  lads  come  to  us  wholly  unacquainted 

with  agriculture,  and  physically  too  weak  for  profitable  labor.  Dur- 
ing the  first  two  years  their  labor  is  of  little  value.  Their  third 
year's  labor  is  probably  worth  their  board.  When  in  the  last  year 
their  service  becomes  really  valuable,  they  graduate  and  leave  us 
to  give  to  others  and  themselves  the  benefit  of  the  training  they  have 
received  at  our  school. 

Notwithstanding  all  these  drawbacks,  the  school  succeeded  in 
raising  during  the  past  year  48,076  quarts  of  milk,  450  bushels  of 
potatoes,  250  bushels  of  apples,  580  dozen  eggs  and  the  truck  and 
general  produce  supplied  to  the  Boarding  Department  had  a  valua- 
tion of  $1966.49. 

For  the  maintenance  of  the  stock  we  planted  31  acres  of  corn, 
6  of  clover  and  6  acres  of  peas  and  oats.  We  had  5  acres  of  hay 
raised  on  our  own  farm  and  harvested  over  100  acres  which  we 
bought  at  auction.  We  have  sowed  31  acres  to  crimson  clover  to 
give  forage  crop  for  our  cattle,  and  green  crops  for  ploughing  in. 
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III.     WHAT  WE  EXPECT  YOU  TO  DO. 

This,  then,  is  our  answer  to  the  second  question — What  We 
Are  Doing. 

And  now  to  the  no  less  important  question — What  We  Ex- 
pect you  to  do. 

You  have  given  us  considerable  support  in  the  past,  without 
which  we  could  not  have  accomplished  anything.     Will  you  stop 
there?     Is  it  to  be  the  mission  of  the  Farm  School  to 
educate  a  handful  of  boys  annually,  when  scores  of  Time  has  come  for

boys  must  be  turned  away  by  us  because  we  have  not 
the  means  and  room  to  educate  and  keep  them,  when  thousands  of 
boys  all  over  the  country  ought  to  be  given  the  kind  of  training 
for  which  the  Farm  School  stands?  Is  it  to  be  the  sole  object  of 
the  National  Farm  School  to  furnish  annually  a  few  good  working 
hands  to  a  few  farms?  If  that  be  the  obj*  ct,  then  have  we  failed, 
then  has  all  our  time  and  labor  and  money  been  wasted. 

Is  the  knowledge  acquired  by  our  graduates  never  to  be  made 
to  serve  the  real  purpose  for  which  the  National  Farm  School  was 
organized,  that  of  providing  leaders  for  colonies  to  be 
organized  in  our  congested  cities  and  scattered  over   Emptying  of  Ghet- 

°  °  .  toes  Imperative. 

our  broad  acres  that  are  clamoring  for  them,  and  that 
have  food  and  labor  and  health  and  happiness  for  all?  The  time 
has  come  for  you  to  do  what  in  a  small  measure  has  been  done  by 
such  cities  as  New  York,  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  viz. :  to  organize 
Agricultural  Aid  Societies,  to  begin,  in  reality  with  lessening  the 
congestion  of  the  Ghettoes,  the  crowding  of  consumptive  hospitals, 
the  emptying  of  sweatshops. 

The  time  has  come  when  your  good  citizenship  must  show  it- 
self in  your  exerting  your  utmost  in  leading  back  to  the  soil,  those 
for  whom  city  life  spells  physical  decline  and  moral  de- 
basement. In  a  remarkable  speech,  delivered  last  month   Confronted  with 

_,.  ,.        ,         _,        T   ^         ,--,.,,      _,        .  ,  .      ,        Alarming  Problem. 

at  Minneapolis,  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Hill,  President  of  the 
Great  Northern  R.  R.  Co.,  and  spread  broadcast  by  the  press  of  the 
land,  we  were  told  that  our  Nation  is  confronted  with  an  alarming 
problem.  Our  farms  are  deserted,  our  lands  neglected,  the  moral 
backbone  of  the  Nation,  which  has  hitherto  drawn  its  best  strength 
from  the  rural  districts,  is  decaying.  Our  farmers  are  daily  besieg- 
ing the  city  employment  agencies  for  help,  with  little  or  no  success. 
Large  parts  of  our  produce  cannot  be  garnered  for  the  want  of  hands 
to  move  them.  Immigrants  are  rushing  in  upon  us  at  the  rate  of 
over  a  million  a  year,  and  settle  in  the  cities,  overcrowding  the  city 
labor  markets,  and  turning  a  deaf  ear  to  the  country  districts,  where 
they  are  needed  and  sought.  At  our  present  rate  of  growth,  the 
speaker  pointed  out,  our  population  will  be  double  that  of  to-day 
in  twenty-five  years,  and  the  congestion  in  our  cities,  unless  check- 
ed, almost  beyond  description.  The  greatly  decreased  number  of 
farmers  will  then  no  longer  be  able  to  feed  the  urban  population, 
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and  we  will  have  produced  with  our  own  hand  and  with  our  iack  of 
pre-vision,  a  condition  of  affairs  similar  to  that  which  ruined  a  num- 
ber of  former-day  powerful  nations. 

More  pitiable  still  is  the  state  of  affairs,  when  we  bear  in  mind 
that  a  large  percentage  of  the  city-congesting  immigrants  is  of  our 
people  and  Air.  Cyrus  Sulzberger  has  repeatedly  told  of  the  intense 
poverty  and  suffering  and  debasement  which  such  crowding  inflicts 
upon  them.  And  his  plaint  finds  an  echo  in  the  charity  societies 
of  dozens  of  other  cities  in  our  land. 

What  is  needed  at  the  present  time,  and  more  than  all  other 
things,  is  a  healthy  revolt  against  the  idolatry  of  city-life  and  city- 
pursuits.  What  is  needed  is  a  vigorous  propaganda, 
ThB  •ur'saivaticn  snowmg  to  tne  overcrowded  populace  of  our  large 
cities  that  in  these  days  of  trolley,  telephone,  rural 
postal  delivery,  steam  and  electricity,  labor-saving  machinery,  farm 
life  knows  little  of  the  isolation  and  drudgery  of  former  days,  and 
that  on  the  farm  adults  are  free  from  that  deadly  white  plague,  which 
in  the  city  mowes  them  down  by  the  thousands,  and  that  there  youth 
is  safe  from  the  corruption  begotten  in  the  crowded  and  filthy 
streets  of  the  slums,  which  crowd  our  Juvenile  Courts  and  fill  to 
over-flowing  our  dens  of  vice  and  our  Penal  and  Corrective  institu- 
tes. 

Russia's  cruelties  continue,  and  will  continue.  Shiploads  of 
Jewish  refugees  arrive  almost  daily,  and  will  continue  to  arrive.  It 
is  bad  enough  even  in  the  present  prosperous  condition  of  our 
Nation.  What,  when  reverses  set  in  ?  What,  when  shops  and  fac- 
tories close  for  want  of  work  ?  What,  when  the  gates  are  at  last  let 
down,  and  those  driven  out  of  Russia  are  no.  longer  admitted  to 
our  shores  because  there  is  no  labor  and  bread  for  them? 

The  wise  prepare  in  time.  There  is  not  a  city  in  the  land  which 
could  not  locate  a  number  of  people  on  dairy  and  truck  farms  in 
the  suburbs,  where  these  people  could  easily  be  induced  to  locate, 
owing  to  propinquity  to  the  city,  and  whom  graduates  of  our  and 
similar  schools,  could,  in  a  short  time,  make  self-supporting  and 
even  prosperous. 

Mr.   George  H.   Maxwell,  who  has  done  magnificent  work  in 
opening  large  tracts  of  land  to  cultivation  by  his  extensive  opera- 
tions in  irrigation,  and  who  has  entered  upon  splendid 

a  Remedy  in  Sub-  wor^_  Dy  organizing  rural  settlements  in  the  neighbor- 
urban  Settlement.  J        ° .  .         °  fe 

hood      ot      cities,      and      by      combining      there      the 

work     of     field     and     workshop,     this     eminently     useful     citizen 

wrote     but     recently     to     us : — "Your     work     and     our     work 

must  co-operate.     Our  difficulty  hitherto  has  been,  we  have  not  the 

right  kind  of  leaders.     We  need  such  men  as  you  train.     There  is 

Dot  a  city  in  the  land  that  does  not  need  such  rural  settlements,  and 

not  a  settlement  that  does  not  need  your  graduates.     Surely  we 

must  work  together  and  help  each  other,  but  more  than  that,  we 
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must  find  many  others  who  will  help  us.  They  can  be  found,  I 
am  sure,  though  it  may  seem  a  slow  task  to  find  them.  The  world 
is  full  of  people  who  sincerely  desire  to  help  humanity,  but  few  of 
them  know  just  what  to  do  to  accomplish  enduring  good.  They 
do  not  realize  that  we  must  reach  the  underlying  causes  of  things, 
and  create  conditions  that  will  be  self-perpetuating." 

Here  is  a  blessed  work  for  our  Federations  of  Charities.     It 
is  not  sufficient  to  spend  millions  of  dollars  annually  in  remedial 
charity,  in  healing  the  sick,  in  caring  for  orphans,  in   A  w#rk  f§r  th 
sheltering  the  homeless  and  helpless,  in  trying  to  re-   Federations  of 
store  the  wayward  and  the  fallen  to  lives  of  honorable   Charitics- 
usefulness.    They  must  make  provision  for  the  prevention  of  physi- 
cal and  moral  disease,  by  protecting  the  poor  from  the  overstrains 
and  degradation  of  the  slum  centres  of  the  overcrowded  cities.  They 
must  set  aside  annually  certain  sums  of  money  with  which  to  buy 
or  lease  suburban  farms,  and  settle  upon  them  those  who,  from  ex- 
hausted and  consumptive  sweatshop  tailors   might  there  become 
vigorous  tillers  of  the  soil,  from  bread-beggars  might  become  bread- 
producers,   from   dependents   become   independent  and   productive 
citizens,  a  credit  to  their  country,  a  pride  to  their  people. 

That  this  can  be  done  with  encouraging  success,  that  this  is  a 
practical  scheme  and  not  a  visionary's  dream,  let  the. experience 
gathered  from  the  New  York,  Chicago,  Milwaukee  Agricultural  Aid 
Societies  testify.  Hundreds  of  Jewish  immigrants  are  now  owners 
of  farms  and  successful  and  prosperous  cultivators  of  them  in  the 
New  England  and  Western  States,  many  of  whom,  had  they  been 
left  to  eke  out  an  existence  in  the  cities  as  sweatshoppers  or  petty 
traders,  might  to-day  have  been  charges  on  the  charities.  In  very 
self-protection,  the  Federations  of  Jewish  Charities  must  sooner  or 
later  adopt  that  course.  The  longer  it  is  put  off  the  more  difficult 
and   the    more    expensive   the    problem   will   become. 

In  the  meantime,  until  the  Federations  move  in  that  direction, 
something  might  be  done  by  what  has  been  aptly  called  "Philan- 
thropy at  5  per  cent."  by  individuals  buying  or  rent- 
ing individual  farms,  equipping  them,  and  settling  in-    5Phl^nVn^  at 
dividual  families  upon  them  as  tenants,  and,  by  easy 
terms,  giving  them  an  opportunity  of  ultimately  becoming  owners 
of  them. 

What  is  urgently  needed  is  such  "philanthropy  at  5  per  cent." 
for  our  graduates.  Nearly  all  of  them,  when  they  graduate  are 
poor.  If  some  philanthropic  Philadelphian  or  Baltimorian,  or  Pitts- 
burger  or  Cincinnatian,  or  Atlantan,  or  of  any  of  the  other  cities, 
would  start  one  of  our  graduates  as  a  tenant  on  a  dairy,  truck  or 
poultry  farm  in  the  suburbs  of  his  respective  city,  the  trade  which 
they  would  readily  command  would  amply  enable  them  to  pay  the 
rent  and  to  lay  sufficiently  aside  eventually  to  become  owners  of 
their  farm,  and  they  would,  besides,  encourage  others  into  follow- 
ing this  noble  trade. 
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Our  task  is  done,  we  have  endeavored  to  tell  what  we  have  done 
in  nine  years,  what  we  are  doing  to-day,  and  what  we  expect  you 
to  do.  By  all  of  us  resolving  to-day,  perseveringly  to  work  for  that 
larger  purpose  in  which  the  National  Farm  School  is  but  a  small 
part,  we  shall  achieve  ends  for  which  untold  generations  to  come 
will  speak  of  us  with  veneration  on  their  lips,  with  blessings  in 
their  hearts. 

There  remains  but  for  us  to  say  that  the  past  year  has  wit- 
nessed a  number  of  changes  in  our  board,  our  faculty,  and  our 
household.  Two  of  our  local  Board  Members,  Mr. 
Losses  and  Gains.  Jacob  Feldenheimer  of  our  city,  and  Mr.  James  L. 
Branson,  of  Langhorn,  Pa.,  have  been  summoned  to 
their  eternal  home.  Both  of  these  gentlemen  were  associated  with 
our  Board  for  a  number  of  years,  the  latter  having  been  one  of  the 
founders  of  our  school,  and  a  liberal  and  helpful  supporter  of  our 
cause  at  a  time  when  friends  were  few.  In  addition  to  their  loss 
we  mourn  the  death  of  Dr.  Samuel  L.  Frank,  of  Baltimore,  one  of 
our  National  Auxiliary  Board  members,  who  warmly  espoused  our 
cause  from  the  first,  and  who  was  ever  ready  to  serve  it  whenever 
called  upon. 

As  painful  as  it  is  to  report  these  losses  so  pleasing  is  it  to  be 
able  to  report  that  one  of  these  losses  has  been  filled  through  the 
election  of  Mr.  Samuel  Grabfelder,  President  of  the  National  Hos- 
pital for  Consumptives,  who,  during  the  short  time  that  he  has  been 
connected  with  us,  has,  as  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee, 
proven  himself  a  tower  of  strength. 

You  will  be  called  upon  to-day  to  fill  a  number  of  vacancies 
on  our  Board.    We  beg  of  you  to  choose  with  deliberation  and  judg- 
ment.    An   institution   like   ours,   still   in   its   infancy, 
H!Inlt!^DmectI,r8  needs  workers.     Other  institutions,  firmly  established

and  amply  provided  with  means,  may  afford  the  luxury 
of  figureheads.  We  must  have  workers,  and,  unless  your  candidates 
can  pledge  us  their  hearty  support,  they  had  better  not  accept  the 
office. 

It  is  ten  years  since  the  first  Board  of  Directors  was  chosen. 
Of  that  original  Board  three  have  held  office  to  this  date,  including 
your  President.  Of  the  other  two  your  President  can  conscien- 
tiously say  that  they  have  given  faithful  account  of  their  steward- 
ship. Yet,  notwithstanding  their  valuable  service,  knowing,  as 
other  and  older  institutions  have  learned  by  experience,  that  not 
all  who  serve  long  serve  well,  and  that  rather  than  ask  the  resigna- 
tion of  old  Board  Members  they  are  permitted  to  remain,  thus  pre- 
venting the  Board  from  rejuvenating  itself.  Your  Board  has,  by 
authority  of  its  law,  added  the  following  amendment  to  article  II, 
of  the  by-laws :  "A  director,  other  than  an  officer,  who  shall  have 
served  continuously  for  ten  years  shall  be  ineligible  for  re-election, 


and  shall  thereafter  become  an  honorary  director.  An  honorary 
director  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  an  elected  direc- 
tor/' 

In  our  faculty,  we  experienced  again  last  year  our  old  trouble, 
that  of  being  unable,  owing  to  the  small  salaries  we  are  obliged  to 
pay,  to  keep  our  instructor  for  a  considerable  length  of 
time.  The  demand  for  agricultural  instructors  being  JJJXuirt."""* 
unprecedently  great,  calls  to  larger  and  more  remuner- 
ative fields  constantly  reach  our  men,  and  it  is  with  difficulty  that 
we  can  keep  any  of  them  longer  than  a  year  or  two.  We  thus  lost 
last  year  two  exceptionally  good  instructors,  Messrs.  Halligan  and 
Merrill.  In  their  place  we  have  chosen  Mr.  David  Adams  Durward, 
graduate  of  Cornell  University  Agricultural  Department,  Ithaca, 
N.  Y.,  E.  Monroe  Baker,  graduate  Delaware  College  of  Agriculture 
and  Mechanical  Arts. 

And  as  Assistant  Instructor  in  Agriculture  we  have  elected  Mr. 
Meyer  Goldman,  a  student  and  graduate  of  our  school,  who,  as 
foreman  of  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  New  Jersey  Train- 
ing School  for  two  years,  established  an  enviable  record  for  him- 
self. We  have  thus  begun  to  bring  our  own  graduates  back  to  our 
school  as  instructors,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  our  faculty  may 
count  more  of  them  in  the  future,  and  that  our  means  will  enable 
us  to  pay' them  the  salaries  they  deserve. 

Mrs.  Starr,  who  presided  over  the  household  for  two  years  as 
its  matron,  severed  her  connection  with  us  a  month  ago.  The  in- 
stitution is  indebted  to  Mrs.  Starr  for  introducing  excellent  sys- 
tem into  the  household.  We  were  sorry  to  part  writh  her,  but  have 
become  reconciled  through  the  splendid  choice  that  has  been  made 
in  the  selection  of  Miss  Hetty  Abraham,  of  Washington,  who,  in 
the  short  time  that  she  has  been  with  us;  has  greatly  endeared  her- 
self to  all  who  have  come  in  contact  with  her,  and  who  gives  prom- 
ise of  proving  a  most  valuable  addition  to  our  school. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  express  to  the  Federation  of  Jewish 
Charities  of  Philadelphia  our  sincere  thanks  for  the  great  service 
it  renders  in  saving  us  the  necessity  of  collecting  from 
among  our   Philadelphia   people   the   $6400  which   it        Thanks, 
allows  us  annually.     The  same  sense  of  appreciation 
we  desire  to  express  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
for  its  appropriation  of  $6000  annually  for  the  past  two  years. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Baron  de  Hirsh  Fund,  we  desire  to  ex- 
press our  sincere  thanks  for  the  great  aid  they  afforded  us  in  ap- 
propriating toward  our  Endowment  Fund  the  sum  of  $7080,  com- 
pleting thus  the  $37,500  necessary  to  obtain  the  contingent  subscrip- 
tion of  $12,500,  promised  by  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie,  and  enabling 
thereby  our  endowment  fund  reaching  the  required  sum  of  $50,000. 

And  to  those  who  have  helped  us  in  our  work,  to  those  who 
have  aided  us  with  their  money,  skill  and  counsel,  to  those  who 
have  favored  us  with  donations  of  diverse  sorts,  to  the  members  of 


the  Faculty,  to  the  National  and  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Board,  to  the 
press  who  advocated  our  cause,  to  the  ministers  and  other  public 
speakers,  who  have  pleaded  for  us,  to  the  friends  who  hav^  can- 
vassed memberships  for  us,  to  the  physician  who  has  attended  to 
our  sick,  to  these  and  all  others,  we  say  a  hearty — God  bless  you.

Farm  School,  Pa.,  Sept.  17,  1906. 
President  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  National  Farm  School,  Philadel- 
phia, Pa. 
My  dear  Sir :     I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  National  Farm  School  for  the  year  ending  September  1,  1906 : 

The  school  has  had  as  many  students  during  the  past  year  as  could 
possibly  be  accommodated  with  our  cramped  facilities  in  the  dormitory. 
We  are  looking  forward  with  great  anticipation  to  the 
The  School   and0CCUpvmg  0f  Segal  Hall,  which  will  then  give  to  each 
the  Scholars.    pUpj|   an    independent   room.     The   spirit  of.  the  school 
during  the  past  year  has  been  very  satisfactory,  especially  with  the 
upper  classmen.     They  seem  to  realize  that  they  are  here  fitting  them- 
selves for  future  usefulness,  and  that  their  time  is  short.     In  conse- 
quence of  this  realization,  every  man  has  exercised  the  utmost  energy 
to  do  all  he  could,  both  in  the  field  and  class  room,  to  prepare  himself 
for  his  life  work. 

The  five  members  of  the  graduating  class,  as    well  as  the    six 
others  who  took  a  partial  course,  had  acquired  positions,  at  good  sal- 
aries,  from   one   to   three   months   before   they  gradua 
The  Graduates,  ted.     One  had  to  be  excused  before  graduation  to  take 
charge  of  a  large  poultry  plant,  another  to   take  charge 
of  some  greenhouses,  and  two  to  take  charge  of  modern  dairies  that 
supply  bacteria-free  milk,  and  the  fifth  took  charge  of  a  farm.    Had 
the  graduating  class  been  three  times  as  large,  we  could  have  sup- 
plied each  one  with  a  good  position,  so  many  calls  had  we  for  men. 
These  conditions  make  the  work  very  encouraging. 

The  number  of  students  who  have  taken  partial  courses  during  the 
past  year  is  ten. 

The  books  added  to  the  library  have  been  along  the  agricultural 
line.     It  is  hoped  during  the  next  year  that  we  may  be  able  to  acquire 
more  agricultural  books,  some  along  the  line  of  American 
history  and  agricultural  economics.    The  library  has  been     The  Library. 
well  patronized  by  the  students  during  the  past  year. 

Facilities  for  instruction  in  agriculture  have  been  greatly  increased 
by  the  addition  of  a  new  cattle  barn,  which  will  hold  twenty  head  of 
cattle,  and  a  new  brooder,  capable  of  holding  700  chickens.  We  have 
added  to  our  teams  an  excellent  pair  of  mules  and  a  fine  horse. 

We  have  added  an  apiary  during  the  past  year,  consisting  of  ten 


hives  of  both  Italian  and  Carolinian  bees.   This  is  one  of  the  most  profit- 
able pursuits  of  the  farmer,  and  it  makes  a  most  profitable 
and  attractive  avocation  for  the  poultryman,  general  agri-     Bee  Culture, 
culturist,  horticulturist  or  dairyman.  The  amount  of  profit 
for  the  care  given  is  perhaps  greater  than  in  any  other  branch  of  agri- 
culture.    Instruction  in  the  care  of  bees  is  given  by  lectures  during  the 
summer  evenings.    Pupils  have  opportunity  to  observe  and  do  practical 
work  in  the  apiary,  and  those  who  are  fitted  for  taking  up  this  work 
have  an  opportunity  to  become  experts  in  queen-rearing  and  in  honey 
production. 

The  addition  of  several  new  wagon  bodies,  built  by  the  students, 
has  been  a  very  desirable  acquisition  during  the  past  year.     A  scale 
capable  of  weighing  five  tons  has  been  added  to  our  out- 
fit.    This  enables  us  to  know  exactly  the  amount  of  crops    Improvements. 
raised  per  acre.     A  nine-horse  power  Kelly  gasoline  en- 
gine has  also  been  added.     This  enables  us  to  fill  our  silos,  do  our  thresh- 
ing and  saw  our  wood  during  the  winter  months  with  much  greater  ease 
and  efficiency  than  with  the  horse  power.     The  farm  buildings  have 
been  improved  during  the  past  year  by  the  addition  of  seven  new  'horse 
stalls  in  the  barn,  a  tool  room  for  small  tools  and  bins  sufficient  to  hold 
a  car-load  of  grain.     The  barns  and  tool  sheds  were  painted  by  the 
students. 

The  culinary  department  of  the  director's  house  has  been  remodeled 
and  much  work  has  been  done  upon  our  roads.  We  have  over  a  mile 
of  roads  on  our  farms. 

The  senior  class  had  an  opportunity  to  have  practical  instruction 
in  the  making  of  a  large  lawn  of  over  an  acre  in  extent,  around  Segal 
Hall,  and  in  the  surveying  and  laying  out  of  lands  and  grading  around 
the  buildings. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  unfortunate  one  in  some  respects  for 
the  different  agricultural  products  on  account  of  the  very  early  drought 
in  the  spring  and  an  abundance  of  rain  and  great  heat  and 
humidity  during  the  summer,  the  latter  condition  being        Weather  and 
advantageous  for  the  growth  of  mildews  and  many  plant         c    ro')S' 
diseases. 

Last  winter  the  ice  crop  was  gathered  at  just  the  right  time, 
giving  us  plenty  of  ice  to  use  during  the  whole  summer,  and  we  have 
sufficient  to  last  until  cold  weather  sets  in. 

The  school  has  planted  and  cared  for  nine  acres  of  potatoes,  six 
acres  of  peas  and  oats,  six  acres  of  red  and  alsike  clover,  thirty-one 
acres  of  corn,  one  acre  of  sorghum,  rape  and  squashes. 
In  the  fall  of  1905  we  seeded  ten  acres  of  rye  and  five       Harvest. 
acres  of  wheat  for  the  purpose  of  having  green  crops  in 
the  spring  to  be  used  in  the  silo.     During  the  past  August  we  seeded 
31  acres  to  crimson  clover  and  in  the  summer  we  harvested  150  acres 
of  grass  and  15  acres  of  silage  crops. 

The  horticultural  department  has  remodeled  its  greenhouses,  put- 
ting new  bottoms  on  all  its  benches,  and  the  sides  which'  were  badly 
worn  were  replaced  by  means  of  cement  and  grout.    Dur- 
ing the  winter  of  '06  the  whole  energies  of  the  department  HotnH°hase.S  and 
will  be  given  to  the  raising  of  tomatoes  and  carnations.         rcnards. 
The  peach  orchard  was  sprayed  during  the  winter  with  sulphur  and 
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lime  wash  for  San  Jose  scale,  improving  the  condition  of  the  orchard 
very  materially.  Some  of  the  trees  in  the  apple  orchard  were  sprayed 
with  Bordeaux  mixture  to  prevent  the  apple  scab  and  coddling  moth. 
A  new  strawberry  bed  has  been  set  out,  the  rhubarb  bed  and  asparagus 
bed  set  out  the  previous  year  have  been  cared  for  and  are  in  excellent 
condition  to  give  results. 

The  two  Schoenfeld  farms  have  been  more  prosperous  this  year 
than  ever  before.     The  crops  have  been  good,  considering 
the  condition  of  the  farms. 

The  classroom  instruction  has  gone  on  throughout  the  year  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  schedule.  A  very  satisfactory  report  comes  from  all 
of  the  teachers  concerning  the  class  work.  The  instruction  in  agricul- 
tural mechanics  and  veterinary  science  was  given  this  year  in  place  of 
the  surveying  of  the  year  before.

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Rules  Governing  the  Admission  of  Students 


1.  An  applicant  for  admission  must  be  between  1G  and  21  years  of  age.  (Bia 
mental  and  physical  development  must  be  such  as  ensures  his  being  able  to  pursue 
the  advanced  studies  and  to  perform  the  agricultural   work.) 

2.  He  must  accompany  his  application  with  a  certificate  testifying  to  his  having 
successfully  completed  his  Grammar  School  training,  and  his  being  ready  for  High 
School  work.  In  lieu  of  such  a  certificate,  he  must  pass  an  examination  before 
some  competent  person,  in  the  branches  taught  in  the  highest  grade  of  the  Grammar 
School,  and  the  result  of  such  an  examination  must  accompany  the  application. 

3.  An  applicant  must  be  in  good  health.  A  physician's  certificate,  according  to 
the  form  prescribed  by  the  Directors,  must  accompany  the  application.  Where  prac- 
ticable, a  physician  will  be  designated  near  the  residence  of  the  applicant,  from  which 
such  certificate  must  be  obtained. 

The  Board  reserves  for  itself  the  right  of  re-examining  any  applicant,  after  his 
arrival,  as  to  his  mental  or  physical  fitness  for  admission. 

4.  An  applicant  must  be  of  good  moral  character  and  able  and  willing  to  per- 
form hard  out-door  work.  Satisfactory  references  must  accompany  the  application, 
and  wherever  practicable,  the  recommendations  must  be  submitted  by  the  applicant 
to,  and  be  endorsed  by,  the  member  of  the  Auxiliary  Board  representing  the  State 
in  which  such  applicant  resides. 

5.  No  charge  is  made  for  tuition.  For  board,  lodging  and  laundry  a  charge  is 
made  to  those  who  can  afford  $200,  (about  $4.00  a  week)  payable  in  semi-annual 
installments  of  $100,  in  advance. 

6.  A  limited  number  of  Free  Scholarships  will  be  granted  to  applicants 
possessing  requisite  qualifications,  and  who  receive  the  endorsement  of  two  or  three 
representative  men  of  the  State.  A  Free  Scholarship  comprises  free  tuition,  free 
board  and  laundry  during  the  entire  four  years,  and  wearing  apparel  for  the  last 
three  years. 

7.  When  an  applicant  shall  have  been  notified  that  his  application  has  been 
favorably  acted  upon,  he  must  come  to  Doylestown,  Pennsylvania,  at  the  time  speci- 
fied, and  must  come  provided  with  the  following  outfit:  One  heavy  overcoat,  one 
suit  for  Sabbath  wear,  one  school  suit,  two  pairs  of  working  shoes,  one  pair  gum 
boots,  one  pair  of  slippers,  three  suits  of  heavy  underwear,  three  suits  of  light  un- 
derwear, one  dozen  pairs  of  socks  (%  dozen  light,  Yo  dozen  heavy),  one  half  dozen 
collars,  two  pairs  cuffs,  two  bosom  shirts,  six  working  shirts  (two  winter,  four  sum- 
mer), three  night  shirts,  one  dozen  handkerchiefs,  two  pairs  of  overalls,  two  blouses, 
one  hair  brush  and  comb,  one  tooth  brush,  one  umbrella,  three  neckties,  one  hat 
for  Sabbath  wear  and  one  working  hat,  %  dozen  napkins  and  a  napkin,  ring.  Ar- 
ticles of  clothing  should  be  duly  marked. 

8.  The  receptacle  for  a  student's  personal  effects  must  not  exceed  in  size,  that 
of  an  ordinary  steamer  trunk. 

9.  Before  any  student  shall  be  admitted,  his  parents  or  guardian  must  release 
all  control  over  him  from  the  time  of  his  entrance  until  his  completion  of  the  four 
yeai's'  course,  or  until  such  prior  time  as  he  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board, 
be  discharged  therefrom.  Such  parents  or  guardian  must  also  waive  all  claim  for 
compensation  for  services  which  he  may  render  in  or  about  the  school  or  the  farm 
thereunto   belonging. 

This  Regulation  is  made  in  order  to  enable  the  Board  to  encourage  the  student 
in  the  pursuit  of  his  studies  and  to  protect  him  against  any  possible  ill-advised  in- 
terference of  relatives. 

10.  Students  must  come  to  the  school  prepared  to  furnish  their  own  uniform. 
The  measurements  for  the  same  are  taken  at  the  School.    The  price  is  $11. 

11.  Students  are  admitted  only  on  six  months'  probation.  A  deposit  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Farm  School,  of  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  student's 
travelling  expenses  homeward,  is  required,  in  case  the  Faculty  should  find  it  neces- 
sary to  dismiss  the  student,  or  that  the  student  should  of  his  own  accord  no  longer 
desire  to  remain  at  the  school.  Students  completing  their  course  of  studies  will 
have   this  deposit   returned   to   them   upon  their  graduation.
